Reports of milo being har- 


vested at weights in the low 
40-pound r a n g e , some 16 
pounds belo\\ normal and well 
below the 51 pounds per bush- 
el required by the U S De- 
partment of Agriculture for 
warehouse loans on milo have 
produced the call for action, 
said state ASCS personnel. 


"With nearly one-half of our 


milo being hanested at 
pounds per bushel test weight, 
and some below, it has cre- 
ated a problem on knowing 
whether this milo can be 
stored in warehouses," said 
the manager of the Funk Co- 
op Elevator, who was express- 
ing the general concern of 
elevator personnel in many 
areas of the state 


Asks 45-Pound Limit 


The Staet ASCS office has! 


asked the USDA for permis- 
sion to store warehouse milo 
at a weight of 45 pounds per 
bushel The office expects an 
answer within a week from 
Washington. 


The state ASCS office re- 


ports that farm stored milo 
can be handled at a l o w e r 
test weight than the ware- 
house grain by allowing few- 
er bushels to be credited in 
making the loan. 


"Where we usually loan on 


90% of the estimated bushels 
on farm storage, we might 
have to drop down as low as 
60% to adjust for the low test 
weight," said an ASCS spokes- 
man. 


While some feel the low test 


weight might take a consider- 
able bite off the expected 
state milo crop production, 
these fears are not expressed 
by A. V. Nordquist, state-fed- 


I eral agricultural statistician. 
i Nordquist says he has noted 
more variability in milo fields 
this year than ever before, but 
that borne of the irrigated milo 
fields are returning higher 
tiian expected yields w h i c h 
should balance out the state 
average.

A Place In 


Diet

What the professor said was tnat plain 


old dirt is eaten as a regular part of the 


diet of .some ;>eople 
and e\ en has some ad- 
\antacos He explained 
that an African tribe 
he studied eats con- 


siderable clay in order to get the calcium 
they need in their diet. While the tribe know s 
nothing about the science of nutrition, it fig- 
ured out the clay bit b\ the process of trial 
and eixor. One wonders if it were really bO 
much trial and error as instinct. Let that 
three-year-old have his way in the back 
yard and he is likely to consume din as 
though it were candy. Human beings just 
do not seem to be born with any dislike 
for dirt. 


It is a characteristic that seems to 


stay with a person for quite some time. 
The child may be broken of the dirt-eat- 
ing habit but his affinity for dirt stays 
with him a long time. He likes to walk in 
the dirt barefooted, to play in the dirt with 
toys and to have plain old dirt fights. 


He will often remind you that it is just 


good clean dirt that is in his hair, under his 
fingernails and on his ankles. "Good clean 
dirt" sounds like a contradiction but we are 
inclined to agree with the description. Our 
social order frowns on such an idea as 
the individual reaches maturity but if you 
have never known the meaning of "good 
clean dirt" you have missed something in 
life. 


Dirt of another nature was in the news 


in connection with a story about a Texas 
garbage truck driver who looks like Presi- 
dent Johnson. He said about his job that 
the work "isn't any dirtier than you want 
it to be. If you come to work toty and 
filthy, you're going to go home filthy and 
dirty. It's a lot in your attitude." There is 
a lot of truth to that. Cleanliness is largely 
a matter of attitude as are a great many 
things. Some people look sloppy all the 
time while others doing about the same 
thing always appear neat and fresh. The 
reason can often be found in the way the 
two people look at things. One of them just 
doesn't care how he looks while the other 
is concerned that he make a favorable im- 
pression. 


If you don't care how you look, you 


will think nothing of a dirty collar, a 
framed cuff, missing buttons, ties with 
stains on them, muddy shoes, unkempt hair, 
etc. It costs 10 cents to have a necktie 
cleaned but some people wear them un- 
til they are threadbare without ever clean- 
in*; them. A can or tin of shoe polish costs 
25 cents and will last for up to a year, 
will prtnide hundreds of shines, but some 
people seem to be unaware that it is even 
on the market. They couldn't lack 23 cents 
a >ear; they are just too lazy to spend 
any time on their appearance. And if sloppy 
in appearance, what is their attitude toward 
other things? Are they likely to be much 
of a perfectionist in their work? More often 
than not they will simply do what is required 
to get by and no more. 


* 
Attitude, for instance, may h a v e a 


major effect upon the final disposition of the 
Lincoln Air Force Base. One suggested use 
is as a center for the mentally retarded. 
Attitude comes into the picture on the 
part of those who are pushing the propos- 
al. Advocates of the plan are enthusiastic 
and can paint a picture of eventual inter- 
national fame for Nebraska if the center 
project is established and is promoted as 
it could be. 


As most of us know, it is a long and 


difficult road to travel from dreams to re- 
ality but it is done every day and it could 
be done in this case. Such a center is en- 
visioned as the focal point throughout the 
world for the care, training and rehabilita- 
tion of the mentally handicapped. Thus, it 
could become a true medical complex sec- 
ond to none. 


Details as to its financing and opera- 


tion are still in the embryonic stage but

to be in order to give them such encourage- 
ment since such a center would provide a 
substantial economic boost to the com- 
munity, would serve a needed social cause, 
could be developed in stages and would 
be permanent. And for those with the 
wrong idea, a center for the mentally re- 
tarded would not involve helpless human 
beings. Retardation runs a long way from 
those with only slight retardation to those 
with total retardation. 


At the slight end of the scale are many 


who can be trained in productive work and 
brought to a point of self-support. The cen- 
ter is not something that would in any way 
be a social liability to the community. What- 
ever the future of the base might be, you 
can be sure that attitude will pay a sig- 
nificant role. 


FCC Protective Action 


It would be premature to assume at 


this time that the Federal Communications 
Commission (FCC) investigation of t h e 
American Telephone and Telegraph Co. will 
produce any indictment. The FCC has not 
said that it has found anything wrong with 
the giant company's operation or that it is 
not serving the public interest. 


What it has said is that its earning fig- 


ures show certain unusual patterns that 
ought to be explained. They are patterns 
that could mean certain operations being 
conducted at the expense of others and un- 
fair competition on the part of AT&T against 
smaller operations. 


But any such possibilities as these 


must be proven as the best there is at the 
moment is a cause of action. The impor- 
tant thing right now is that the action 


demonstrates to the public the continuing 
protection it receives from effective feder- 
al regulatory agencies. 


With the far-flung and varied operations 


of AT&T, one can easily see that such 
agencies as the FCC play a vital role in 
the life of citizens. There simply is no 
other way by which the public could be as- 
sured that its interests are being protected 
against the more powerful economic forces 
of the nation. 


Some few might see fit to condemn the 


FCC for unwarranted interference w i t h 
private enterprise. The more pressing con- 
sideration, however, is the preservation of 
such enterprise by protection against abuses 
thai the system, left completely unfettered, 
would encourage. It should be kept in mind 
that ours is the best system in the world 
but not the perfect system. 


Salvation Army Centennial 


A few days ago the Salvation Army ob- 


served its 100th birthday. 


The Army, which was established in 


1965 in London by William Booth, has grown 
in size until it serves in 71 nations. Yet 
it has not changed in essence. It carries 
Christian charity to those on the ''other side 
of the tracks." 


We are sorry to say that the organiza- 


tion's founder was stoned in London at one 
time, mainly because he was doing the un- 
popular thing. But it did not deter him and 
we imagine that today he would take great 
comfort in the growth of his organization. 


The Salvation Army prevails because it 


is in line with one of humanity's good 
traits. 
And it \\ill continue to prevail as 


long as it holds a clear vision of its func- 
tion.

The issue seems not to be a question 


of economic benefit, but the degree of 
concern evidenced by President Charles 
do Gaulle that if the c o m m o n market 
achieves its full purpose it will do so at 
the expense of national sovereignty. And 
this does not coincide with De Gaulle's 
dream for France as the big nation of Eu- 
rope on a free wheeling basis. 


The De Gaulle dream is a denial of facts 


and an anachronism. The record shows that 
in the last two European wars France of 
itself was unable to prevail and in the ulti- 
mate it survived with the help of allies. 
And in 1870 in a head to head war with 
Germany it lost. This is not the sort of 
record to give substance to the sort of 
supremacy De Gaulle is thinking of. In 
the past 100 years France has survived by 
being a member of a supra-national com- 
bination. 
Why should it fear a similar 


condition on the economic front is a deep 
question. 


If it is fear of a resurgent Germany. 


the facts are that Germany is now divided 
with each part composed of about half the 
population it once had. So long as it re-

pire to greatness" is to be 
shown that they themselves 
"have a part in our society." 


Integrated literature, ma- 


terials and subject matter 
with which a child can iden- 
tify and positive images of 
greatness of people familiar 
to the disadvantaged c h i l d 
v.-ill help to motivate learn- 
ing, Bryant pointed out. 


In teaching disadvantaged 


children, Bryant explained, 
educators have to "develop 
contact material," which hej 
described as subject matter 
that touches on the b a c k- 


ground of the children. Start- 
ing with the familiar, he said, 
provides the bridge on which 
the teacher can "pull his stu- 
dents on to other things." 


Stewart commented on the 


attitude of teachers who work 


] with disadvantaged children, 
noting that too often a "sup- 
erior attitude" is acquired. 


Establishing rapport w i t h 


parents or the child, he said, 
takes acceptance of the child 
as he is, 
ignoring related 


problems for the time being 
until it can be shown that the 
teacher is sincerely interest- 
ed in education for his stu- 
dents and their benefit. 


P e o p l e in disadvantaged 


areas are ''presently orient- 
ed," Bryant told the educat- 
ors, and therefore "aspira- 
tions can't be too far above 
the harsh world" in which 
they live. They must be giv- 
en ideals, he said, but those 
ideals must be realistic in his 
mind or the frustration of not 
ever being able to r e a c h 
them will do more harm.

for $75,000. They alleged negli- 
gence on the part of the 
defendants. 


Two persons were k i l l e d 


Sept. 5 when the Sky-Lift ride 
toppled at the fair and two 
died later. About 50 persons 
were injured. 


John Dudgeon, attorney for 


the Board of Agriculture, de- 
nied the allegations contained 
in the suits. Tne request to 
dismiss said the board was not 
responsible for the construc- 
tion and operation of the ride. 


Dudgeon denied that the 


Sky-Lift was under the control 
of the board. 


Hoer said he suffered severe 


neck, back, head and rib in- 
juries in the accident and his 
wife alleged she suffered face, 
head, chest, neck and pelvis 
injuries.

1. Three spades. In gen- 


eral. an overcall in the one 
level denotes a hand with 
less than the values required 
for an opening bid. It is a 
competitive bid made pri- 
marily for the purpose of 
contesting for a part score. 
Game is not the intended 
goal. The takeout double is 
the weapon generally used 
over an opening bid when 
there is a genuine interest in 
reaching game. 


North's spade bid must be 


dealt with in the light of 
these principles. He will or- 
dinarily have a good spade 
suit, 
but 
his 
high - card 


strength may range from 7 
to 13 points. His overcall will 
usually be based on trick- 
taking values instead of high- 
card values. 


The jump raise to three 


spades requests North to bid 
four with a better than av- 
erage overcall and to pass 
with less. No useful purpose 
can be served by bidding 
diamonds. 


2. Pass. It is clear that the 


opponents have the b e 11 e r 
hands and cannot be success- 
fully outbid. It would be fu- 
tile and dangerous to bid 
three clubs. Partner's spade 
overcall warns us of t h e 
danger of a misfit and the 
best thing to do is to remain 
silent. 


3. Two spades. It is unu- 


sual to raise partner with 
only two trumps, but there is 
no better bid available.

Q-J are adequate support op- 
posite an overcall, since the 
odds heavily favor partner's 
having a six-card suit for his 
bid. If partner had only five 
spades, they would have to

partner lacks the ace or 
king, he is extremely likely 
to have a six-card suit. 


4. Four spades. It would 


be wrong to bid three spades 
in the hope that partner can 
carry on to four. Our hand 
figures to make at least ten 
tricks opposite a spade over- 
call, even if the overcall was 
of the minimum class. 


North must have had some 


reason for bidding a spade, 
and, while we can't t e l l 
whether his overcall 
was 


based on high cards or dis- 
tribution, or both, we still 
must bid game if only for 
the reason that ten tricks 
are likely to be made.

Bernays. recalls the color and 
the excitement, and by a ma- 
terial — he gives the impres- 
sion that such financial de- 
magoguery was generally ap- 
proved at the time more than 
four decades ago. The adven- 
ture ended in losses for suck- 
ers. 


Bernays concludes: "How 


banal and meretricious this 
was. However, in the manic 
climate of 1921, it was be- 
lieved that salesmanship was 
bound up with the needs of 
the American economy. Peo- 
ple accepted Elliott as they 
did jazz, speak-easies, bally- 
hoo and the talk of prosperi- 
ty. I was 30, with a few years 
of professional activity behind 
me, excited by the dynamics 
of watching a young man ig- 
nite an army with his enthu- 
siasm and drive, and I ac- 
cepted society's approval of 
him."

ment. This was long before 
the SEC came on the national 
scene and before the Martin 
Fraud Act was passed in New 
York. 


In public exposure, the dra- 


matic Jimmy Elliott got a big 
play in the old Tribune, and 
any one who read of his activ- 
ities promptly 
got off the 


sucker list. 


The' w r i t e r s and editors 


were aided by an imaginative 
attorney, the late Harold L. 
Cross, who later became a 
professor of journalism at Co- 
lumbia University, where he 
served as a colleague of this 
writer for a number of years. 
Instead of equating timidity 
with a knowledge of the law, 
C r o s s supported fact-sup- 
p o r t e d boldness. He inter- 
preted the basic law to be that 
a publication has the right to 
criticise offerings made to the 
general public in whatever 
terms of harshness it sees fit, 
provided it sticks to facts. 


Bernays' book recalls that 


one of Jimmy Elliott's promo- 
tions was the Industrial Ex- 
tension Institute. When stock 
peddlers rang door bells and 
presented that prospectus, the 
clincher was a letter to the or- 
ganization signed by the late 
John D. Rockefeller Jr., en- 
closing a check for $10,000. 
The little fellow, prone to 
jump to conclusions, inferred 
that, if stock was good enough 


to assume that Mr. Junior im- 
plied that the stock was a 
suitable investment. Accord- 
ingly, he wrote to Rockefeller, 
and received an immediate 
reply to the effect that his 
check was intended as a con- 
tribution to what he thought 
was an educational project, 
and that he did not regard it 
as an investment. He further 
stated that he did not author- 
ize reproduction of his letter 
in the stock selling pros- 
pectus. 


Jimmy 
Elliott, in taking 


criticism, used the carrot and 
the stick technique. Jimmy 
wielded the carrot, and after 
a printed attack would phone 
the financial editor to express 
appreciation of the manner of 
handling the article, saying 
that he understood that the 
newspaper was trying to ren- 
der a public service. How- 
ever, his hired public rela- 
tions man, using the stick, 
would send along critical mes- 
sages. 


Later Bernays matured, and 


became an outstanding build- 
er of the cult of public rela- 
tions. 


I recall the Jimmy Elliott 


episode solely to dramatize 
for the reader the difference 
between objective journalism, 
on the one hand, and special 
interest public relations, on 
the other. 


In 
the 
current complex j 


world, it would be well nigh | 
impossible for media to cover i 
thousands of companies with-; 
out public relations help. But \ 
it is the duty of the reporter ' 
to evaluate data and at least 
to alert the reader to pre- 
sentations emanating from in- 
terested sources. Reporting 
should seek the whole truth, 
not merely segments which 
present a favorable image.
